Report From Bridgeton 

I had the opportunity recently 
to attend a hearing at the Bridge- 
ton Town Hall relative to a pro- 
posal to change the zoning on lot 
sizes from 9000 square feet to 7500 
for the erection of single dwelling 
houses on a 165-acre tract. 

The overflow crowd consisted 
mostly of home owners who, along 
with members of the school com- 
mittee, vociferously protested 
against the change. The devel- 
opers, their legal counsel, and a 
member of a realty company spoke 
in favor of the proposal. 

reason many residents moved 
to Bridgeton was to avoid the 
crowded living conditions in St. 
Louis. They have been happy here 
despite poor sanitation, high taxes, 
crowded schools, and the lack of 
cultural advantages found in St. 
Louis 


Now their privacy is threatened 
by the encroachment of a real 
estate development featured by 
cheaply constructed homes of mo- 
notonous design, built on postage- 
size lots and accompanied by the 
inevitable shopping center. 

No provisions are made for set- 
ting aside some of this vacant 
ground for parks, recreational cen- 
ters, a possible library or hospital 
while the land is still available at 
prevailing prices and at convenient 
locations. ' : 

Bridgeton is reputed to be the 
largest incorporated area in St. 
Louis county, yet to my knowledge 
does not possess a single public 
playground. My children have to 
go to St. Ann to play ball. 

Faced with the prospects of 
higher taxes, schools even more 
crowded, depreciation of property, 
and loss of privacy the homeowner 
will have only one choicé—to sell 
out and move on to a less confined 
neighborhood. 

Unless the. Board of Trustees of 
Bridgeton, and this applies to other 
communities, shows foresight and 
good judgment in zoning and plan- 
ning for the future the community 
will be less attractive to prospec- 
tive homeowners, and the cycle that 
St. Louis is undergoing will be re- 
peated here and elsewhere.

Some of the state’s leading politicians have 
become involved in charter contests. And 
of course it is a fact that whether or not any 
undue political influence is used the chance 
that it might be always tends to inhibit tran- 
sactions based on rational weighing of the 
facts. : 


For example, Richard R. Nacy, a powerful 
Missouri Democrat, is chairman of the State 
Banking Board which hears appeals from 
charter rulings of G. Hubert Bates, Missouri 
Finance Commissioner. Mr. Nacy is also 
president of the influential Central Missouri 
Trust Co. in Jefferson City. Mr. Nacy may be 
a most fair-minded man, but his political- 
banking position is an open invitation to po- 
litical conniving by others. His son, Richard 
R. Nacy Jr., and Winston Cook, son-in-law of 
Gov. James T. Blair, are among those with 
high political connections who have repre- 
sented banks in charter fights.

It is no wonder that under these circum- 
stances there have been reports such as that 
involving the unsuccessful promoters of a 
bank at Macon; who were told that a charter 
could be obtained if they had the “right po- 
litical connections.” Whether their informant 
was telling the truth or not, the incorporators 
took him seriously and after considering the 
suggestion turned it down. Reports like this 
bring discredit on the state government. 

If a state is to exert a life-or-death control 
over a business it must exercise its authority 
with unimpeachable fairness. There is no 
charge here that statutes have been violated, 
but it is less clear whether the public interest 
has been protected at all times. The public 
has a right to be certain that permission to 
engage in a profitable business will be granted 
or withheld solely on the basis of merit, and 
that no clique of lawyers with political con- 
nections will have an inside track.

Anybody who boasts that his way of life has 
not. been affected by modern gadgetry ought 
to ask himself just how often during the no 
longer very recent holiday season he cracked 
a nut—a. walnut, a pecan, an almond, any 
kind of nut. No doubt country folks still 
gather walnuts, hold-them against a conven- 
ient chunk of iron or stone and open them 
with a hammer.

There is no proof that Prime Minister Cas- 
tro has knowledge of whatever schemes may 
be afoot, and there are conflicting reports as 
to whether Communists may try to foment or 
participate in such demonstrations as may 
occur. One rumor is that Puerto Rican na- 
tionalists plan to pursue and heckle the Presi- 
dent. If this sounds far-fetched, it may be. 
recalled that.two Puerto Rican revolutionary

High officials of the United States have 
been subjected to embarrassment and physical 
danger in South America before. In 1958 
Vice President Nixon was stoned and reviled 
in Peru and Venezuela. In 1948 Secretary of 
State Marshall’s life was endangered by 
bloody rioting in Bogota, Colombia. In both 
these instances the question was raised later 
as to whether the United States was fore- 
warned. It was, but the seriousness of what 
happened was not foreseen. 

The possible risks involved in the South 
American trip, as well as in all journeys of 
this kind; must be carefully considered by 
the President, the State Department and se- 
curity advisers. If risks are to be taken, the 
advantages must outweigh them. Since Mr. 
Eisenhower is a popular world figure the 
risks are proportionately. reduced, but they 
still may exist. Secretary Marshall was warned 
of possible demonstrations but went to Bogota 
anyway; he could not know that a private 
grudge murder would inflame mobs during 
his visit. 

State visits usually are not undertaken un- 
less a cordial reception is assured. But there 
are malcontents in every country, and security 
officers are wise to be on the lookout for 
them. 


The Aldermen’s Joker 


Mayor Tucker speaks for the interest of 
everybody who drives an automobile in St. 
Louis in protesting against a joker the Alder- 
men quietly inserted in the traffic control bill 
just before final passage. 

The measure transfers the initiative in 
traffic regulation from the Aldermen to the 
Traffic Commissioner—that is, from amateurs 
interested only in promoting the interests of 
a few people in small segments of the city to 
a paid professional whose job is to see that 
traffic moves quickly and safely throughout 
the city. To that extent it represents a tre- 
mendous gain toward common sense and 
engineering standards in traffic control. 

But to require that regulations established 
by the Commissioner will remain in effect 
only for six months without aldermanic ap- 
proval, as the Aldermen did at the last min- 
ute, is materially to weaken the principle of 
professional administration of traffic flow. 
Unless the Aldermen act, a good regulation 
automatically dies. This will allow them to 
exercise a veto without lifting a finger and 
without providing any reasonable explanation 
of their inactivity. 

The traffic control bill ought to be amended 
to permit the Traffic Commissioner’s regula- 
tions fp' continue ‘in effect indefinitely unless 
the Aldermén by ordinance say otherwise. 
This would provide room for them to exercise 


_ a veto, a right to which they obviously are 


entitled. But it also would place on them the 
burden of proving the Traffic Commissioner 
wrong. ? 

As matters stand now, a professional who 
should be assumed to be right has to be 
proved right by Aldermen who do not have 
the background, the time, the inclination or 
the facilities to do so. |

More than half the world’s people 
earn less than $200 a year, are chron- 
ically undernourished, cannot expect

Thus the prevailing conditions for 
about one billion people in the non- 
Communist world are extreme poverty, 
chronic hunger, ill health and illiter- 
acy. Seven out of. 10 of them live in 
the 21 countries which have become 
independent since the end of World 
War II. 

External assistance has been flow- 
ing from the high-income to the low- 
income countries in substantial 
amounts. Fourteen nations provided 
about 2.9 billion dollars worth of loans, 
grants and technical assistance in 
1958. Largest suppliers were the Unit- 
ed States, France, United Kingdom, 
Canada and Australia in that order. 
The Netherlands, Italy, India and 
Japan—which are not in the highest 
income category—also provided de- 
velopment aid. 

In addition, $420,000,000 was extend- 
ed through international agencies and 


private capital was being invested at . 


the rate of two billion annually. All 
in all, capital has been reaching low- 
income areas at a rate of something 
over five billion a year. 

During the past decade the low-in- 
come countries have been able to ex- 
pand the total production of their econ. 
omies by an average annual rate o/ 
3 per cent. But since populations have 
been expanding at about 2 per cent 
annually, the net betterment has been 
only 1 per cent. 

Translated into personal consump- 


tion, that means that the average per- | 


son in the low income areas was able 
to consume about $15 or $20 more per 


year at the end of the decade than .
